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THE  SALMAGUNDI  CLUB 

The  Salmagundi  Club  started  as  a  sketch  class  in 
the  studio  of  Jonathan  Scott  Hartley  at  596  Broadway, 
in  the  fall  of  1871. 

The  Sroup  was  composed  of  sculptors,  painters, 
illustrators,  an  actor  and  a  writer. 

Included  in  this  group  were  a  few  lay  members, 
keenly  interested  in  the  arts,  and  this  association  of 
artists  and  laymembers  today  has  welded  the  Club  into 
a  finely  balanced  family. 

Over  the  years  the  Club  has  had  many  homes.  In 
1893  the  Club  took  possession  of  the  house  at  14  West 
12th  Street,  where  it  remained  for  some  twenty  years, 
gaining  in  stature  and  importance. 

During  1917  the  Salmagundi  Club  purchased  its 
present  location,  the  home  of  William  G.  Park,  origin 
nally  built  for  Irad  Hawley  in  18  54  (N.  y.  City  Direc= 
tory  1855=1856).

The  generosity  and  loyalty  of  the  members,  through 
contributions  of  money  and  paintings  which  were  sold 
at  auction,  enabled  the  Club  to  purchase  this  home. 

The  Salmagundi’s  library  is  considered  the  finest  art 
reference  library  in  America. 

The  Club  has  a  collection  of  paintings  and  art 
objects  running  well  over  a  hundred  thousand  dollars. 

Billiard  room,  grill,  card  room,  exhibiting  gal= 
lery,  lounge,  etc.  make  it  an  ideal  place  for  social  and 
cultural  development. 

The  card  room  is  beautifully  decorated  with  a 
frieze  of  pallettcs  of  America's  most  famous  and  dis= 
tinguished  painters. 

The  activities  of  the  Club  during  the  year  arc  many. 

Exhibitions  of  artist  members’  work  arc  shown  in 
all  media,  for  which  prises  arc  awarded  for  outstanding 


work.  The  annual  auction  is  an  interesting  feature 
brinsins  revenue  to  both  the  Club  and  the  artist.  All 
Exhibitions  are  open  to  the  public. 

The  Get=togcther  and  Get=away  dinners,  the 
Christmas  Tree  Party  and  the  New  Year  s  Eve  ccle= 
bration  arc  all  sala  affairs. 

Lectures,  demonstrations  by  artist  members  and 
varied  forms  of  educational  and  entertaining  evenings 
are  given  throughout  the  year.  Special  evenings  dcs= 
ignated  by  the  Club  include  ladies  as  guests.
